Reform in Divorce Law. 


In several States there is a strong cTe< 


maud for a modification of tho divorce 
laws, and i£ the petitioners do not got all 
they ask, tlioy will obtain somo conces- 
sions. Statistics show that tho divorces 
among tho Protestant denominations 
have averaged in Massachusetts ono di- 
voico to_ every fourteen marriages; in 
Connecticut, one to eight; in Vermont 
one to twelve; in Ehodo Island, one t< 
eight; in New Hampshire, ono to seven 
and in Maine, including all deuomina 
tions, ono to ton. It has been ascer 
tained that in Massachusetts, with an 
increase in population of 22 per cent, 
crimes against chastity have increasec 
125 per cent. Of tlicss, only 3-i pei 
cent, were committed by persons o 
foreign birth, presumably Irish or French 
Canadian Catholics. 
Between 187G-79, 


as compared with • the thveo years be- 
tween 1863-69, crimes against chastity 
increased from 603 to 1,573; illegitimate 
births from 1,025 to 2.7GG; divorces from 
1,352 to 2,255, while marriages decreased 
from 57,051 to C2.202. 


We do not think tho condition of 


things is quite as bad iu Ohio as in Mas- 
sachusetts, and Indiana has of late years 
materially changed its once notoriously 
loose divorce laws, but there is still room 
for improvement. One of tho chief 
troubles is tho diversity of the laws of 
the various States. Thus in Ohio de- 
sertion for throe years is a valid cause 
for divorce, while iu other States tho 
period is five years. There is also a dif- 
ference in tho -characterization of the 
"cruelty" which is a sulliaient ground for 
a legal separation. 
Until some uni- 


formity is reached there must bo a 
temptation to unhappy couples to resoit 
to the easy-going States. 


There is urgent need of legislation in. 


the direction of greater stringency. II 
people generally were convinced that 
once married they could not bo loosed, 
they would bo more careful in. lettering 
themselves. Where addtry is charged, 
the guilty party should bo "forbidden to 
marry again. This would prevent the 
atrocity, so often committee!, of perpe- 
trating the crime with the express ob- 
ject of securing release from marital 
bonds. The sanctity of tho family is 
one of the strongest bulwarks of the 
State, aud all good people should unite 
in attempting to check tho liceuso so de- 
plorably frequent of late years. 


There is need also for a modification of 


the marriage laws of some States. 
In 


Ohio ministers and justices are bound by 
HuDiciently ell'ective regulations, but in 
Now York, wo believe, matrimonially in- 
clined couples do not have to go through 
the form of obtaining a license. 
Laws 


aro good for little unless they are en- 
forced, and a curious story reaches us 
from Wisconsiu, illustrating tho easy 
going ways of that section. Ministers, 
beforo being authorized to celebrate 
marriages, must file a certificate of or- 
dination, or other credentials, with tho 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of their 
county. 
The statute has hitherto been 


a dead letter, and at a recent mooting of 
Methodist presiding elders the statement 
was mado that so faw clergymen had 
legally qualified as to render the mar 
riages of nine-tenths of tho people o 
tho State null and void, It is to be 
hoped that this is an exaggeration, for 
the consequences of the neglect aro very 
grave. 
Saving nothing of tho moral 


problems that suggest themselves, there 
are thousands of children who are thus 
rendered leg_ally illegitimate and incapa- 
ble of inheriting their parents'estate ex- 
cept by will. The power to marry and 
to bo married involves too many vital in- 
terests to allow such carelessness to go 
unchecked. It is certainly tune that all 
classes of our people should turn from 
national politics aud personal money 
getting, and devote a little attention to 
social x^'oblems that may shape the 
destiny of future generations. — Cincin- 
nati Gazette.
